Engineer— Ran Train 
With Face Crushed 


BOSTON, July IS.—With both eyes 


.practically closed, his nose broken and 
growing weaker every second, Charles 
H. Bishop of 5 Pearl street. East Somr 
erville, engineer of a Portland train 
due in this city at 4.30 yesterday' ar- 
ternoon, kept his hand on the throttle 
and guided the train safely • through 
Revere, Chelsea and Charlestown, col- 
lapsing as the locomotive stopped in 
the train shed at the North stalion. 


As the train was 
passing through 


Revere a small boy placed-a rock on 
the track and when the 
locomotiva 


struck the obstruction the flying frag- 
ments came through the window of 
the engine and struck Bishop, full on 
the face. That he did not" collapse. In- 
stantly is even a mystery to'himself. 


Realizing that the safety of 
more- 


than a hundred passengers was in hia 
hands, he gave a wonderful exhibition 
of courage and fortitude. 
Though 


suffering terrible pain he kept his hand 
on the throttle and guldeci his locomo- 
tive slowly, but surely to the terminal. 
It, seemed to Bishop as if he 
would 


never reach Boston. 


Minutes seemed like hours. 
All of 


the while he could feel his strength 
slipping away. It is beyond him to 
explain how ho ever completed tha 
Irip without releasing his hold on thfl 
throttle and dropping to the door of 
the cab.

When he did collapse and two train- 


men found him, his right hand was 
outstretched and extended toward tho 
throttle. Even as his senses left him, 
t was apparent that his mind was on 
his duty.

The action specifically alleges that 


the directors acting for the corpora- 
tion acquired transportation lines with 
rolling1 stock upon payment of sums 
of money greatly In excess of the 
value of the property.

to the acquisition of the Boston & 
Westchester road, which figures in the 
Boston suit and in the recent1 inter- 
state commerce commission report.

practices, 
These amounts according1 


to the complaint were obtained for

The comber Is A machine that combs 


out of (he cotton the short fibre, nlpa 
and foreign matter that 
cannot 
be 


gotten out by the cards and pickers. 
Before the cotton can bo fed into the 
combers It must be prepared 
Into a 


lap. 
As a general rule, this nccess 


tales (he use of two preparatory ins 
chines known as the "Silver" and thc 
"Ribbon Lap Machines," Sixteen or '20 
cnrd slivers are fed Into the "sliver 
machine. Ehe principal part of which 
consists of three or four drawing1 roll- 
ers and two lap rollp. Tho silvers are 
condensed Into one- solid sheet or lap. 


Four lo 36 of these laps arc placed 


on two corrugated 
rollers, 
and 
fed 


through four pairs of drawing rolls, 
which have a tendency to draw the

These four or.six sheets of cotton arc
